A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 70,71,74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by applicant's admission of the prior art. Applicant discloses that the article, "M. 
Miyazaki, MRM 32, 52-59, 1994 teaches an MR imaging method where a slice-selective 
MT pulse is composed by an RF excitation pulse of which application time is long and 
gradient spoiler pulses. With respect to claim 74, the gradient pulse would inherently be 
applied in at least one of the directions set forth. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 56-59,64-69 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Claims 72,73 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
